In  no  case  was  a  visit  to  a  ship  by  the  medical  officer 
required,  but  several  visits  were  made  to  the  port,  in  particular 
in  connection  with  cattle  exporting. 

III.  During  the  year  174  ships  visited  the  port  and  43,030  tons 

of  Cargo  was  dealt  with.  This  compares  veiy  favourably  with  last 
year  when  72  ships  called  at  the  port  and  19,624  tons  of  cargo 
was  handled.

LXfOKT  OF  CATTLii; 

During  the  year  a  thriving  trade  developed  in  the  export 
to  the  Continent  of  Cattle^  and  this  was  mainly  responsible  for 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  and  the  tonnage  of  cargo 
dealt  with. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  animals  were  held  at  the 
port  and  the  state  of  the  vessels  taking  them  away  intimately 
concerned  the  department  and  advice  was  given  to  the  shippers 
after  consultation  v^ith  the  R.S.f^C.A.  A  total  of  19  visits 
were  made  to  the  port  for  the  purpose  of  checking  conditions, 
with  additional  visits  to  the  grazing  area  nearby.  It  was 
found  that  the  animals  were  held  for  several  days  but  that 
satisfactory  provision  was  made  for  feeding  and  watering. 

The  vessels  collecting  the  animals  were  either  properly 
designed  Cattle  Boats  or  boats  that  had  been  converted  for 
this  use.  In  all  cases  conditions  were  good  and  the  vessels 
properly  equipod,  well  ventilated  and  efficiently  partitioned. 
Sick  or  injured  animals  were  withdrawn  from  the  shipments  and 
slaughtered  ^I'^y  p.nd  th^  shippers  had  the  services  of  a 
vctL  oinary  officer  as  required. 

During  the  year  no  case  of  Infectious  disease  was  found 
among  the  crews  of  the  vessels. 

The.  traffic  dealt  v/ith  by  the  port  is  purely  coast  wise 
and  small  foreign  going  vessels  and  no  inland  traffic  occurs 
on  the  Ri’.^er  Stour. 

WATBR  SUrRLY 

Main  water  is  provided  by  the  Thanet  Water  Board  both  to 
the  Town  Quay  and  the  Quay  at  Richborough. 

Samples  from  these  ^juays  were  frequently  taken  and  the 
water  was  described  as  highly  satisfactory.  The  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  v/orks. 

The  Port  PJedical  Officer  maintains  a  list  of  infected 
ports.  Customs  are  stationed  at  Ramsgate  and  receive 

their  information  from  the  Ramsgate  Wort  M. 0,  The  Customs 
station  at  Manston  airfield  is  supplied  with  a  weekly 
statement  of  infected  ports  and  airports  by  the  Port  M.O.
